ion. In contrast there was their 
warm family life, the sharing, 
the laughter and their happy 
times together. 


The Netsilik Eskimos lived 


close together in igloos which 
were never above freezing. The 
men hunted in groups and the 
seal was their staff of life. They 
ate its flesh, tanned Its skin for 
clothing, burned Us blubber for 
cooking. A harpooned seal pro- 
vided food for the group for sev- 
eral days. Scenes of the catch 
and the ritualistic butchering of 
the sea mammal were pretty 
grisly, particularly In color.

64 of Enemy 
Killed by 
Vietnamese

SAIGON (AP) — South Viet- 


namese rangers today reported 
64 enemy troops killed In their 
second major battlo in five days 
in the Plain of Reeds. A govern- 
ment 
communique said 
the 


rangers' casualties were "light 
over all." 


The fighting broke out Tues- 


day afternoon In the northern 
part of the plain about two 
nvll«B from the Cambodian bor- 
der and 60 miles west of Saigon. 
The rangers had the help of Ar- 
mored personnel carriers, artil- 
lery and fighter-bombers. 


Government spokesmen said 


the ranger battalion captured 
an antiaircraft machine gun and 
seven rifles. 


Last Friday, the rangers raid- 


ed a bunkered enemy camp 
about a mile closer to the bor- 
der. They said they killed 68 of 
the enemy, but (22) of the gov- 
ernment troops were killed and 
16 were wounded.

Beatrice Mlntz has built a bet- 
ter mouse. Dr. Mlntz is a cancer 
researcher and her new kind of 
mouse Is a "mosaic mouse,"— 
one with four parents. 


So

Dr. Mintz has bred 


more than 1,000 mosaic mice, 
each one with two mothers and 
(wo fathers. 


And so far, she said, the mul- 


tiple parentage hasn't resulted 
in any unusual generation gap 
- all the offspring of the mosaic 
mice are normal. 


Dr. MinU, a senior member of 


the 
Institute for Cancer Re- 


search 
in 
Philadelphia, said 


Monday that mosaic mice are 
better for studying genetic dis- 
eases than mice with the nor- 
mal complement of parents. 


Here's how she does It: 
Two fertilized 
mou^e eggs, 


each with its own s<-t of parents, 
arc- allowed to divide a few 
times in their original mothers. 


Then the young embryos are 


rt'ioovtd 
from 
the original 


mothers and placed in a culture 
medium in the laboratory where 
they continue developing. 


At this point, a chemical is 


used to dissolve the membrane 
around each embryo and the 
pair of embryos is pushed to- 
gether with a small glass rod. 


The cell surfaces stick firmly 


to each other and the still nor- 
mal, but double-size embryo is 
formed. This mosaic giant is 
then placed by surgery into the 
uterus of a "pseudo-pregnant" 
Iciiialfe mouse, 


A "pseudo-pregnant" mouse 
is one that has been mated with 
a sterile male. Ifl her, ihe giant 
embryo soon returns to normal

LONDON — ( N K A ) — Lon- 


don, with a population of 8,5 
million, is the Hritish suc- 
cess story to which all anti- 
p o l l u t i o n buffs point with 
pride. 


At a time when the big 


American c i t i e s a p p e a r 
d o o m - l a d e n , and their in- 
habitants walk around with 
a stricken air, Londoners arc 
discovering that the quality 
ol life in the British capital 
is better than at any other 
time in the past 200 years, 
thanks to the Clean Air Act.s 
ol 1956, 1968 and 1969. 


With 70 p e r c e n t less 


smoke in the air. London's 
famous p e a s o u p fogs arc 
now a thing of the past. 
American visitors may be 
disappointed at not seeing 
Sherlock Holmes dart out of 
the fog in pursuit of Jack the 
Ripper, but sun-lovers are 
happy with the results. 


London's winter quota of 


sunshine has been increased 
by 50 per cent. and visibility 
extended from 14 miles to 
4'i! miles since its air has 
been cleansed. 


Bronchial 
.sufferers wel- 


come the new order of things 
as well. U n t i l r e c e n t l y 
chronic bronchitis, the "Eng- 
lish disease." as it is called, 
killed 30,000 Britons every 
year, accounted for the loss 
of 35 million working days. 


The news is good, too, for 


bird-watchers and ecologists 
in general. Migratory birds, 
such as h o u s e m a r t i n s , 
blackcaps and c r o s s b i l l s , 
have returned to London, 
which likewise plays host to 
wood sandpipers, o s p r e y s 


c l e a n e r environment, but 
higher taxes as well.
